I notice by the way that since 1871 
the legal sculo for cargo-bouts has been niore 
than trebly increased; It would interest many 
to know precisely what considerations weigh 
with the Governniont in determining the vate

Russion flagship at Port Arthut naturally 
excites publie cariosity as to the nature of 
subimtrine mines, and the following informa- 
tion will doubtless inlorest many readers -— 
' Submarino mines, as they are called, are 
simply metal cases charged with high ex- 
plosives, and “ laid,” or placed, so a8 to. float as 
near the surfaco of the water as possible ‘with- 
out discovery at low tide. Every foot of water 
ubove a submarine mine reduces its offestive 
- power, In size and appearance the mines sre 
like small buoys, and each mine, as a rule, 
contains, divided up inté its group of buoys, 
500Lb. of guncotton. ‘They are each anchored 
ta the bottom by ropes of steel wire, which 
-veygnlates the depth of ilotation in each case. 
There aro three mothods in ‘ordinary nse of 
firing submarine -wines. The first is by the 
automatic action of the ming itself. Ona vessol 


touching one of thonr it explodes, or should 
explode, with disastrous cffeet to the hall in, 
contact. Next comé the submarine miges fired 
by electricity from the shore by meuns of a 
connecting wire. The class of theso, known as 
“ observation minos.” are designed to be fired 
by the officer in charge of the mine field: 
posted in a look-out station on 
The officer would have a chart 
mine-tield before ‘him, sectionally ded, 
and marked out in detail, umd. as soon 
asthe enemy comes within thirty or forty feet of 
where & mine is a button would be pressed, the 
mine doing the rest.

Hach mine hus its own 
bell, and, knowing thereby which one has been 
touched, the ‘officer in charye of the’ station 
simply presses an electric button, and the mine 
blows up, fired by s current along the wire, as 
in the case of the ordinary “observation mine.”

The advantage of the ‘contact mine” is 
that with .it, when the approaching ship 
is known. discrimination batween friend und foe 
is possible, Of course that is not-the exse with 
tho automatic type, with which for everybody it 
is literally * touch and go.” 

For harbour defence purposes all threo kinds 
of submarino mines are used. Outside ull, on 
the anter adge of he apie of water to be pres, 
tected, wonld be luid, the * observation mines,‘ 
Within. that, in clusters of threes or fours, 
would bo the “contact mines.” As the forlorn 
hope zone of oll, within the contact mines are 
luid the “automatics.” It is hardly conceivable 
that an enemy trying to “ rush" u‘port, or force 
his ‘way in ‘across u mine field. regardless of the 
other shore aud hurbour defences, guu-fire, ote., 
would find all three sets of mines “ blind.” 

Finally; there is, of course, another side to 
the shield. Submarine mines, ugly customers 
to, tacklo as thoy undoubtedly ure, yet are but a 
passive means of defence.. There are, on the 
other side, varions means and methods of making 
them expend themselves harmlessly, and of 
clearing o sufe way through them, among other 
methods by counter-mines—hoisting the enpi-

'at 11 in the morning and blows all day, carrying 
with it a clond of dust, The houses: of the 
village are poor and dirty with two blackened 
rafters, The prevalont yak-dung fuel which is 
quite insufficient to warm them, fills the rooms 
with a choking smoke that affects the lungs 
and causes sore throats and hacking coughs. 
After a few weeks of theso hovels tho gurrison 
abandoned them for tents, preferring tho co'd 
to the filth. Tho Native troops aye suffored 
severely from the ould. ‘The daily sllowance.of 
tirewoud is one pound per man, Tho sepoys 
and British soldiers are employed a large part 
of the day piling up the dung of yaks and wild 
asses. When the cold was severest the oil in 
the Maxims and rifles congealed so that-they 
could not be fired. _

DOWIE IN ADELAIDE. 


The * Rev." J. A.’ Dowie's meeting at Ade- 
lnide was the occasion for a large demonstration 
on the part of the unruly element in Adelaide. 
An hour before the timo fixed for the meeting, 
a disorderly crowd, numbering many thousands, 
gathered ontside the Town-hall. The usher 
kopt the main gate slightly open for some time, 
and by this means about a quarter of the hnild- 
ing was filled. The crowd increased to such. an 
extent, however, that the ushers wore obliged 
to closeall the eutrances, for fear of the putes 
being rushed, in which ease the building would 
have immediately been filled by a turbulent and 
svethings maxs of people. 

Dowie managed to reach the Town-)ull 
without being discovered. As, soon’ as he ap- 
peured on the platform the andience burst into 
singing “ Sons of the Sea," but scon quictened 
down. Mrs. Dowie then led in prayer, and some 
irreverent persons mocked her. tones. Dowie 
then delivered u purely Gospel address..and 
there was tiothing in ‘his remarks which could 
hurt a -sensitiva person. It wax evident, 
however. that the crowd was not to be baulked 
of its desire for amusement, and there vere 
frequenL valls of Get your bar cut!” and 
“Flup your wings, Dowie!" 

The general overseer pointed out a man and 
desired the police to take his namo and address ; 
but for some reason the coustable took no action. 
Prominent among the unruly were several 
dharobrokers. One of them dropped on the 
floor several bottles of sulphurated hydrogen

hall, Finally the meeting was broken up in 
disorder. Dowie pronounced the Doxology to 
an audience which was engaged in singing 
topical songs. Betoxe he left the stage the 
programmes which he hud issued for the mis- 
gion were wrapped up together and hurled ut 
him, many of them striking him on the headand 


ody. 

Whilstthis wes going on in the hall, the crowd 
outside was engaged in hand-to-hand fights with 
the police. A lore stone’ was thrown, and 
broke one of the plate-glass. windows of the 
Tewn-liall, and all the windows of a passing 
tramenr were broken by missiles. In connection 
with the latter trouble. two men huve been ar- 
rested. The crowd made several attempts to 
force open the iron gates at the main entrance 

of the Town-hall, bat police troopers rode 
j through them on the puyemont, and succesded 
finally in clearing 2 space immediately around 
the entrance. ‘After the mecting, Dowie man- 
; aged to evade a large erowd which was waiting 
for him, by slipping. out. of the sido entrance, 
' As soon asthe news spread, » crowd. nurmbering 
! fully 500, marched down to the York Hotel 
where Dowie was staying. Hore further disorder 
prevailed, aud in the intervals between the sing- 
ing of topical sougs stones were hurled at the 
building. The large lamp in front of the hotel 
| was broken by a stono, and soveral mon nurrow- 
ly escaped injury from broken glass, The 
proprietor, to save further damage, put up the 
shutters.. Notwithstanding the presence of, 
practically] the whole of the police in Adelaide, 
hoth mounted and foot, in addition to detectives 
and plain-clothes men, a number of mon succoed- 
ed in entering the hotel, and distributed calcium 
of carbide aud other obuoxious chemicals onthe 
carpets. Beveral policemen, who were sfanding 
near the entrance, noticed a man come out with 
his pockets full of stones, but he eluded capture.
